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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's response, filed 13 October 2005, has been received and entered. 
Accordingly, claims 22 and 28 have been amended. Claims 21-30 remain pending in 
this application. 

2. The amendments to claims 22 and 28 have successfully overcome the objections 
to said claims, as described in paragraph 3 of the previous Office action. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on 12 December 2005 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of any patent granted on Application Number 10/930817 has been 
reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

4. The filing of the terminal disclaimer has successfully overcome the double 
patenting rejection of claims 24, 26, and 29, as detailed in paragraph 5 of the previous 
Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 21-30 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With regards to claims 21 and 27, although prior art can be found with 
components of the formula presented in the claims, the inclusion of M 1 and M 2 with the 
separate A" component appears to be unique to applicant's disclosure. With regards to 
claims 24 and 29, although prior art can be found with similar formulas, the requirement 
that M 11 and M 12 both be different alkali metals rather than one alkali metal and one 
alkaline earth metal or bivalent metal (see Iwabuchi et al., column 4, formula (I)) 
appears to be unique to applicant's disclosure. As such, applicant's disclosure provides 
a novel and nonobvious improvement over the prior art. Thus the present claims are 
allowable.
